German Born Ju dges 
As Serv atiu s p u t it, the defend­ 
ant before the three German-born 
ju dges was simp ly a tool of the 
Nazi leaders who ordered the kill­ 
ing of millions of Jews in the in­ 
famou s World War II p u rge that 
ended only 16 y ears ago this 
sp ring.

Bradley Urges 
Weed Co ntro l 


SPRINGFIELD — Loses in crops 
to Illinois farm ers from weeds 
hav e been estimated at $8 an acre 
per y ear with a staggering total 
of some $250 million statewide, the 
Illinois Departm ent of Agricu ltu re 
reported recently . 
Ralph Bradley , state director of 
agricu ltu re, said that mu ch of this 
loss is "u nnecessary .” 
“ Weeds hav e long been consid­ 
ered a necessary ev il, something 
to pu t u p with,” Bradley said. 
“Howev er, 
it 
appears 
that 
we 
now hav e v ery effectiv e tools to 
combat all of ou r seriou s weeds in 
Illinois. 
“The nex t logical step seems to 
be the regu latory work necessary 
to effectiv ely control weeds and 
weed seed produ ction on an area 
basis.” 
William T. Larkin, su perintend­ 
ent of the div ision of plant indu s­ 
try in the agricu ltu re departm ent, 
said the Illinois Nox iou s Weed Law 
prov ides the legal means by which 
cou nties or townships may organ­ 
ize effectiv e area weed control 
programs. 
“The Div ision of Plant Indu stry 
su perv ises enforcement of the Illi­ 
nois Weed Law au ld will work 
closely with any cou nty or town­ 
ship interested in wreed control,” 
Larkin said. 
“ We are ex tremely interested in 
boosting the economy of ou r state's 
largest 
bu siness,” 
Bradley 
con­ 
clu ded. “ With ou r ev er-increasing 
intensity of farming operations, 
weed control will become more 
and more critical in fu tu re y ears. 
I wou ld u rge all farm leaders to 
consider their local weed problems 
v ery carefu lly and then contact 
the div ision for assistance in plan­ 
ning a good weed control pro­ 
gram .”
